Storles of its Rise and 

Early Members. 


. Mast people think of the Royal 
Academy as an organisation for 
the exhibition of pictures. * This, 
bowaver, is not its primary aim. 
hts primary aim is ta” educate 
artista in -paintiog, design, 
analomy, perspective. and in 
all the theory and practice of 
the Arts. Such an institution 


central and efficient att teaching 
grew, however, so steadily that 
many private or semi-public at. 
tempts were made toa supply it 
Sir Godfrey Kneller, Sir James 
Thornhitt,-and Hogarthinterested 
themselves in successive schemes, 
but none of these great painters 
lived to see the Royal Academy.

THE FATHER OF THE ACADEMY 

Yet in some senso Hogarth was 
the father of the oval Academy 
exhibitions. It 1740 behad paint- 
ed a whole-longth portrait of Cap- 
tain Coram, the founder of the 
Foundling Hospital, and had pre-{ 
sented it tothat institution. He 
did more. He induced 38 artists 
to contribate works of art to the 
adornment of the hospila), among 
them Reynolds Gainsborough, 
Richard Wilson, Francis Hayman, 
and others. Once s year they 
met to drink claret and puncb 
acd to arrange for further em- 
bellishcentsof the walls. Thas a 
permanentart exhibition grew un, 
and the possibility of makiogsucb 
exhibitions remunerative was 
seon. The firat public art ex- 
hibition in Englant was opened 
by the Society of Arts in ita rooms 
in the Strand, a few yards eas> of| 
the present Southampton Street, 
on April 22,1760. One hundred and 
thirty pictates by 69 artists were 
shown, and the sigbt was s0 novel 
to Londoners that they crowded 
the rooms and boughtas mang as 
6,582 catalogues. The venture 
tealized £100, and the success of 
this enterprise is described by 
William Sandby, in bis ™ History 
of the Royal Academy.” as “the 
frst gleam of sunabine for Eag- 
lish artists.” | : 

THE FOUNDATION. 

Events. now moved rapidly. In 
1765 the “Incorporated Society 
of Artista of Great Britain” 
obtained a Royal charter, bat it

ceived Royal Academy. A 
petition to George IIL. signed by 
22 artists, was presented on 
November 28, 1768. A week or 
two later a final plan, with a list 
of proposed members, was brought 
to the King for his approval: he 
signed the instrument, and thus 
was founded the Royal Academy 
whose full title is, “The Royal 
Academy of Arts in London,

The messaza received by 
ang company said that Hquor 
pressing in a Sessel from one for- 
sigo port to another foreign port 
would be seized when the vessel 
touched at the first American port. 
The question of nationality ofa 
vessel was not mentioned: and ‘it 
is taken to apply to either an 
American ship cr one cf foreign 
rogistry. - 

The prohibition parity in the 
States ia making every effort to 
hare American ships” totally 
“dry "as well as sll +tvamers of 
foreizn flags entering American 
ports, accurding to reports in late 
pawspapers to hand. It bas been 
suggested by the “drys ‘tbat for- 
-ign ships trading to Amenea 
must either carry no liquor as 
cargo or stores or be refused ad- 
raittance to parts of the conntry.

It 
is pointed out that Sam Hung- 
ying’a force is still in existence 
and if it were assisted to attack 
Kwangtung it would prevent the 
Cantonese from sanding help to 
Hunam ic its attack on Hupeb.: 

Fighting hes already begun be- 
tween the Hupeh and Hunam 
forces in which the latter bave 
sustained slight reverses.

REPATRIATION OF WOMEN’ 
AND GIRLS. 

{aJ—From Singapore. Thirty- 
six (36) prostitutes who went to 
Singapore were sent back on the 
ground that they were too young 
to practise prostitution. They 
were all seen off to their destina- 
tons. 

Sixteen (16) prostitutes were 
sent back from Singapore at their 
own request. . 

- Four applications were received 
for the recovery of women who 
had emigrated to Singapore. Two 
were found tobe-bas d on false 
information; the others were 
applications forthe recovery of 
girls who had emigrated as 
‘ prostitutes. Both these Iatter 
were recovered and hanied back 
to their relatives. 

Six girls were repatriated from 
Sir gaoore' in connection with 
“trafickiog” cases. Of these 
“girls one waa given in adoption as 
adacghter toa family in Hong- 
kong, and the others were sent 
away to théir homes in the coun- 
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compared with 7 
convictions in 1919. 

She number of assisted male 
emigrants during the year was 
14,753, as against 12,236 in 1919 
and 6,657 in 1918. 

DISTRICT WATCHMES. 

” The District Watchinen Com. 
mittee met on 12 oceasions the 
average attendance being 12. 
The loyal advice and assistance 
of this important Committee 
(which deals with every kind of 
question affecting the Chinese 
Community) continues to be of 
the greatest value to the Govern- 
ment. Sir Boshan Wei Yuk was 
appointed adviser (Ku Mac). 

The balance to the credit of 
the District Watchmen Fund at 
the end of the year was $28,875 
as compared with $34.208 on 
January 1st, theexpenditure thus 
exceeding the income by $4,338. 
$23,000 of the balence is invested 
in Hongkong 6 per cent. War 
Loan, and the remainder $875 
depositedintheColonial Treasury. 
The to’al strength ot the District 
Watchmen Force at the end of 
the year was 102; the same 
number ason January Isr. The 
approved strength is 102. There 
were I vacancies during 
the year: of which 7 were caused 
by dismisaals or desertiors, The 
number of convictions secured 
by members of the force was 426 
as compared with 164 in 1919 and 
Wi2in 1. The Detective Staff 
now numbers 20 ag compared 
with 23 in L919. Potice Sub 
Inspector Murphy was in charge 
of the District Watchmen de- 
tective sta. His work bas had 
the effect of inspiring the men to 
greater energy. and of fostering 
co-operation with the Regular 
detectives. and its value is only 
in part reflected’ in the very 
marked increase in convictions 
secured during the year. 

THE TUNG WAH HOSPITAL. 

During the year the Tuog Wab 
Hospital celebrated the 50th 
anniversary of its foundation. It 
is no exagveration tosay that the 
Tung Wah Hospital of Hongkong 
is now well Known in every part 
of the world in which there isa 
Chinese community and during 


the year the Committee under 


the able Chairmanship of Mr. Li 
Wing-ksong raised a large sum 


of money to commemorate the 
50th anniversary of the Hospital.

The Maternity Hospital at 
Wanchai has dealt with 477 cases 
as against 194 in 1919. The 
Committee wish to record their 
appreciation of the invaluable 
assistarce again given by Mra 
Hickling in this connection. To 
general advice and direction. 
Mrs. Hickling has added cluse 
personal supervision; and besices 
being available at emergencies 
has taken hours of duty during 
temporary shortages in the staff. 

_ One of the mos: interesting and 
important developments of the 
year has been the rapid increase 
in the number of working men’s 
societies, avowedly run on 
Western trade union lines, copy- 
ing trade union methods and 
using trade nuion phrasevlogy. 
Chis increase is oaly partly due 
to the greater liberty given to! 
such societies br the naw! 
Ordinance. No. § of 1920:| 
the chief encouragement came 
from the great fitters’ 
and ‘engineers’ strike in April. 
conducted by- the Chinese En- 
gineers’ Institute, whereby the 
men gained an increase of 32l37 
on their formar wages. This office 
throughout the strike acted s= 
the. intermediary between the 
employers and the tuen. ‘Aj 
noteworthy feature was the} 
almost entire absence of disorder 
and sabotage, or attempts at 
them. Concurrently with this 
trada union development there 
has been a series of trade disputes. 
often developing into strikes. 
Fortunately most of them proved 
capable of settlement by agree- 


ment, and were undoubtedly due’ 


toa levelling upof wages resulting 
from the engineers’ success. 
Generally the men ‘demanded 
increased wages; in one or two} 
cases shorter hours as well. In 
one case, in which the masters 
ended the strike by importing 
fresh men from up country,'the 
dissatisfied men took the novel 
step of opening a shop and work- 
ing on their on account.
